DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 11-18 and 21-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 11, "the extracted pectinaceous soy material" in line 5 lacks 
antecedent basis. An earlier form of the claim provided support, but now the direct 
reference to an earlier extracting step has been removed. 

Claims 11,21, and 28 are confusing with regard to the reference to "a solid 
residue" (e.g. claim 1 1 , line 7). It is not clear what solid residue is being set forth in 
relation to previous processing steps. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 11,21, and 28 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

3. Claims 12-20, 22-27, and 29-33 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The prior art of record neither discloses nor teaches the particular process of 
producing soy pectin as specifically set forth in the instant claims. Considering the two 
closest references, neither Yamaguchi et al nor Gnanasambandam et al disclose 
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treatment of a mixture of soybean hull and hypocotyl material. Yamaguchi et a! treats 
dried soybean okara rather than hull and hypocotyl material; okara is the insoluble 
portion separated from soymilk. Although Gnanasambandam et al discloses treatment 
of soybean hull, but there is no reference to treating a mixture of hull and hypocotyl 
material and no motivation to include both soybean hull and hypocotyl in processing. In 
addition, Gnanasambandam et al does not use mineral acid in the original extraction, 
but, instead, uses sodium hydroxide which directly teaches away from the mineral acid 
treatment employed in the instant claims. Yamaguchi et al is silent regarding a particular 
cooling step and pH reduction after extracting a pectinaceous soy material and there 
would be no motivation to modify such process to include this step.
